Thief sends bailiffs to 
the door of dad o 


Cops believe body in 
field was kidnap victim 


MURDER detectives from 
London are appealing for 
witnesses after bones found 
in a field outside 
Northampton turned out to 
belong to a man thought to 
have been kidnapped. 

The body of Andrzej 
Kulesza, 27, from Poland, 
was found near 
Rothersthorpe village, close 
to Junction 15A of the Ml 
on April 25. 

Mr Kulesza’s bones were 
found by a woman walking 
her dog in the field near 
Rothersthorpe in April. 

Police are still unsure as to 
how he was killed. 

Mr Kulesza was reported 
missing to Tottenham police 
in September last year after 
popping out from his home 
in Stamford Hill to buy milk 
and bread at the local shop. 



He never returned home 
and detectives believe he 
was kidnapped shortly 
afterwards as his girlfriend 
began receiving ransom 
demands. 

She paid a quantity of cash

A SINGLE dad has been threatened by 
bailiffs because a convicted shoplifter 
gave a fake address to the authorities to 
get out of paying a fine. 

Brian Burkett, 48, from Drydale Avenue, 
Northampton, was surprised to receive a 
letter in January saying that a girl called 
Keira Jones had been issued with a fixed 
penalty notice for shoplifting. 

Mr Burkett, who lives at the house with 
his children Aimee, 12, and Oliver, ten, 
doesn’t know anyone called Keira Jones 
and she doesn’t live at the property that 
he has been in since July 2008. 

He has been to see the authorities to tell 
them this but he keeps on receiving 
threatening letters. 

Mr Burkett said: “I have been receiving 
the letters for some time now and I have 
told the courts that this girl does not live 
at my house. 

“I have been into the Northampton 
Magistrates’ Court payments office three 
times to tell them that she doesn’t live 
there but nothing has happened and I am 
still getting these letters.” 

The documents sent to Mr Burkett’s 
address threaten the offender with being 
black-listed, making it difficult to get 
loans or credit cards, an increased fine 
and even prison. 



In June a letter from Philips, a specialist 
bailiff and debt recovery agency, said they 
had been issued a distress warrant which 
allowed them to collect property to sell at 
auction in order to cover the fine. 

The letter also outlined the total cost 
has risen to more than £400. 

Mr Burkett said: “I live at home with my 
two children. I’m a single dad and it’s 
frightening to think of what would 


happen if they turned up at my house 
when I am out. 

“I understand that this girl has 
committed a crime but she has given 
them a fake address and now I am being 
punished. 

“Meanwhile a girl who has been 
shoplifting has got away with it.” 

The court service has said that they

a few days later but Mr Kulesza never 
returned. The contact between the 
people making the demands then 
stopped and the girlfriend alerted 
police. 

DNA tests on the bones showed that 
they belonged to Mr Kulesza and a 
murder investigation has been 
launched by the Metropolitan Police. 

DCI Jacqueline Sebire said: “So far it 
is not clear how Mr Kulesza was 
kidnapped - he would not usually have 
left the house at that time so perhaps 
he had arranged to meet someone 
who then orchestrated the abduction. 

“We believe he was killed shortly 


after the ransom demands stopped. 
We would ask anyone with 
information or anyone who witnessed 
suspicious activity in the 
Rothersthorpe area to contact us as 
soon as possible.” 

Anyone with information can call 
020 8358 0200 or Crimestoppers 
anonymously on 0800 555 111. 

Messages can also be left in Polish 
on 020 8358 0305. 

■ A 22-year-old man was arrested 
on suspicion of kidnap and murder 
on June 9. 

He was taken to a west London 
police station and bailed pending 
further enquiries.

The bailiffs, Philips, 
did not comment at the 
time of going to print. 


Friends and family pay 
bright tribute to Dings

MORE than 250 people were able to 
say their final goodbye to the Ding 
family who were horrifically 
murdered earlier this year. 

A memorial service to Jeff, 46, Helen, 

47, Xing, 18 and Alice, 12, took place in 
Kingsthorpe Baptist Church on 
Monday and was the first time many 
people had been able to publicly pay 
their respects to the family. 

The church was filled with friends, 
colleagues and neighbours who paid 
tribute with yellow flowers, the family’s 
favourite colour. 

The service was also attended by 
Helen’s sister-in-law from China and 
Jeff’s brother from America. 

During the service, Colin Booth, Jeff’s 
colleague from Manchester University, 
spoke of the tragic loss of the popular 
lecturer whom students dubbed ‘the 
nicest lecturer ever’. 

Sarah Dixon, headteacher of 
Northampton High School, then paid 
tribute to Xing with a reading of ‘Death 
is nothing at all’ by Canon Henry Scott- 
Holland. 

Tony Downing, principal of Caroline

Chisholm School, led the tributes to 
Alice who he spoke of as vibrant, 
talented and kind. This was followed by 
a moving video recording from Alice’s 
classmates. 


Police head to China in their hunt for murder suspect 


THE manhunt for Anxiang Du, the 
prime suspect in the murder of the 
Ding family, has made its first 
tentative steps in China, according 
to the police. 

Du, 52, has still not been found 
months after the murders which took 
place on the day of the Royal Wedding, 
April 29. 

In recent weeks the Force has 
started investigations away from the 
UK towards Europe but now have 
started publicising it in China. 

Detective Superintendent Glyn 
Timmins said: “We have started to get 


the details out in China and we are 
speaking to a television company TVB 
and the South East Asian News 
Agency to get the story public. 

“We know that he had a Chinese 
passport that had expired but was also 
a British citizen, too. 

“In any case it would only cost so 
much to be trafficked out of the 
country. We also have to accept the 
fact that China is a vast country and 
approaching the Chinese police will be 
the next step in time.” 

Supt Timmins has also taken the 
time to meet with the family of Jiffeng, 


‘Jeff, Helen, Xing and Alice Ding last 
Friday where they sat and discussed 
the investigation for three hours. 

He said: “I explained to them all the 
details of the investigation and to 
reassure them that we will be doing 
everything that we can do to find 
Mr Du. 

“What they wanted to know was that 
we weren’t just going to put the files 
in a box and forget about it when the 
investigation gets tough. 

“Speaking to the family has given us 
that extra motivation to get bring 
those responsible to justice.” 


Trial begins into soldier accused of rape and abduction 


A SOLDIER from Northampton raped 
three teenagers and tried to abduct two 
schoolgirls, a court has heard. 

Jonathan Haynes, 30, of Saxon Street, 
Northampton, a lance corporal in the 
Royal Logistics Corps, meticulously 
planned his attacks for months before he 
carried them out in Wiltshire and South 
Wales, the prosecution outlined at the 
beginning of his trial. 

The court heard that donning a black 
balaclava and gloves, Haynes would 
allegedly grab victims by the throat and 


drag them into his car before raping 
them in secluded spots and then 
photographed them intimately. 

Haynes then ordered them to wipe 
themselves clean with towels or wet 
wipes to destroy forensic evidence, 
Bristol Crown Court was told. 

Ian Lawrie QC, opening the case for the 
prosecution, told jurors the first kidnap 
and rape happened on September 13, 
2009 in Chippenham. 

Just 13 days later, Haynes is alleged to 
have raped a student in a halls of 


residence at the University of Glamorgan 
in Pontypridd. 

The following February, it’s claimed he 
attempted to snatch two 14-year-old 
girls from a country lane near 
Chippenham. 

Weeks later, Haynes is said to have 
kidnapped a 17-year-old girl in 
Chippenham and repeatedly raped her. 
Haynes denies six counts of rape, two of 
kidnap and two of attempting to kidnap. 

Judge Neil Ford QC, the recorder of 
Bristol, adjourned the trial until Monday. 
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Businesses fume 
over late notice 
of road reopening

BUSINESSES along a street pedes¬ 
trianised to protect late-night rev¬ 
ellers received letters telling them 
of its re-opening days after it had 
already had done. 

One restaurant boss has called 
the belated information ‘danger¬ 
ous to clubbers’. 

Last weekend, an 18-month 
experimental closure implement¬ 
ed by Northampton Community 
Safety Partnership expired along 
Bridge Street, in Northampton 
town centre, allowing motorists 
to drive up and down it again. 

The street had been closed 
between 8pm and 4am on Fridays 
and Saturdays for the protection 
of revellers but businesses only 
received letters telling them of 
the ‘new’ traffic measures this 
week. 

Mohammed Ahmin, 33, who co¬ 


owns Royal Bengal in Bridge 
Street, said that the lack of warn¬ 
ing is causing confusion. 

He said: “I’m disappointed that 
there was no warning given 
before the road re-opened. 

“I and other businesses only got 
our letters on the road re-opening 
yesterday morning. 

“On Saturday, there were people 
in the street and cars driving up it 
and you could see clubbers who 
were a bit worse for wear looking 
at the cars and thinking ‘what’s 
going on?’ 

“If you’ve had a few drinks and 
don’t know you shouldn’t be in 
the road, it’s dangerous. 

“There are so many traffic regu¬ 
lations in Northampton at the 
moment that I think everyone is 
confused.” 

Northants County Council said 
the option to continue a perma¬ 
nent order to close the road was¬ 
n’t taken up after the community 


partnership received objections. 
And the authority hasn’t ruled out 
the safety team introducing new 
methods to Bridge Street in the 
future. 

A spokeswoman for the county 
council said: “Consultation was 
carried out about whether to put 
a permanent closure order on 
this road. A number of objections 
were received and therefore a 
decision not to make it a perma¬ 
nent closure was made. 

“However, we are continuing 
discussions with colleagues as 
part of the Northampton 
Community Safety Partnership to 
look at other future ideas for 
Bridge Street that will both ensure 
a safe environment and support 
local businesses.” 

A spokesman for the 
Northampton Community Safety 
Partnership added: "We are natu¬ 
rally disappointed but accept the 
county council's decision.”

It is vital that pensioners make a claim 


RECENT research by 
Prudential has revealed a 
wide gap between the funds 
today’s pensioners survive on 
and how much they need in 
order to live comfortably.

THE University of Northampton has 
announced a new student fee for 2012 of 
£8,500 per year for full-time study across 
its undergraduate programmes. 

Professor Nick Petford, vice chancellor of 
the university, said: “The university, which 
recently rose 31 places in the national 
Guardian League Tables and became num¬ 
ber one in the UK for ‘Value Added', has 
made this decision after very careful con¬ 
sideration. 

“We have developed a combined pack¬ 
age of fees, bursaries and scholarships 
which represent the real teaching and sup¬ 
port costs of delivering high quality educa¬ 
tion in individual subjects. 

“This also strikes a balance with recruit¬ 
ment plans and investment in the best 
possible university experience for our 
students. 

“It is important to remember there is no 
upfront payment required for the fee. Most 
students will be able to take out a 
Government Tuition Fee Loan and will 
only make repayments after they have left 
university, when they are employed and 
their salary is £21,000 or more.” 

Callum Wood, vice president of the 



Students' Union at the university, added: 
“While recognising the university has had 
to increase its undergraduate student fee 
to £8,500 because of cuts in Government 
funding and in respect of the costs of 
course delivery, the Students' Union is 
committed to ensuring that students 
receive the best possible support and 
experience during their time at the 
University.” 

Last year, Parliament approved a new 
higher education fee range of between 
£6,000 and 9,000. 

This was followed by extensive 
Government cuts to HE funding that will 
impact this year, ahead of the introduction 
of higher student fees beginning in 
September 2012/13. 

The new £8,500 fee is subject to approval 
from the Office for Fair Access. 


Fine for flag failure 

THE University of Northampton 
has been fined for not having a 
flag on show outside one of its 
buildings. 

Reports suggest the university 
could be fined as much as 
£56,000 because the Newton 
building, which had been part 
funded by money from the 
European Union, did not show 
the flag. 

The issue was originally raised 
by Northampton North MP 
Michael Ellis but the university is 
unable to confirm the total 
amount they will be fined. 

Vice chancellor Professor Nick 
Petford said: “Clearly we are 
unhappy with this state of affairs 
but the process regarding this 
European funding for The 
University is Northampton is 
currently under review. No fine 
has been agreed and so we are 
not in a position to comment 
further at this time.”

Care homes confusion 


SOME elderly people in 
care in Northampton¬ 
shire have been left in 
limbo after one of the 
largest care home 
companies announced 
it would close its sites. 

Southern Cross 
announced earlier this 
week that it would 
close all of its 750 
homes in the UK, seven 
of which are in 
Northamptonshire. 

Northamptonshire 
County Council and the 
local NHS have pledged 
to help transfer the 
care centres to new 
owners with as little 
disruption as possible, 
although this is likely to 
take a few months. 

A joint statement on 
behalf of the two 
bodies said: “Obviously 
we have been aware of 
the difficulties 
Southern Cross has 
been facing and have 
been working in 
partnership to ensure 
we are prepared to 
respond as necessary. 

“Following the 
announcement we are 
now speaking with 
Southern Cross to fully 
assess what needs to 


be done to ensure 
continuity of care 
within the seven care 
homes they currently 
operate in 
Northamptonshire. 

“We are receiving 
information from senior 
management at 
Southern Cross about 
the future plans in 
relation to the care 
homes, the residents 
and the staff; this 
communication will 
continue over the 
coming months. 

“It is likely that 
Southern Cross will 
transfer ownership of 
these homes to new 
operators and this 
process will take place 
over the next few 
months. 

“We will continue to 
work with Southern 
Cross and monitor the 
quality of care to 
ensure it is maintained 
during this time of 
transition. We would 
like to reassure 
everyone that we are 
committed to ensuring 
as little disruption as 
possible, while future 
arrangements are put 
in place.” 


Power problem costs £400,000 


A BUSINESS is losing £50,000 a 
month in work after a dispute 
meant that they could not get 
enough electricity into their factory. 

GE Precision Engineering, on St 
lames Mill Road, Northampton, 
produces high-tech engine parts for 
the likes of Mercedes GP and faguar 
Land Rover but since lanuary has 
not been able to work at full capac¬ 
ity due to not having enough power. 

Garry Edwards, managing direc¬ 
tor, said: “We first approached the 
energy company in lanuary to try to 
get the power that we needed. We 
were handed a form which needed 
to be signed and thought ‘this will 
be easy’ but seven months later we 
are still waiting. 

“The reality is that we need about 
four times as much power than we 
have now. 

“We have not been able to use all 
of our machines at the same time 
which has cost us £400,000 in busi¬ 
ness. For a small company that 
amount is huge.” 

Mr Edwards was talking during a 
tour of the business with 
Northampton South MP Brian 
Binley and the Minister for employ¬ 
ment Chris Grayling. Mr Binley had 
helped the company in their 
attempts to get the extra power 
sorted. 

Western Power Distribution has 
said that it plans to have the 
changes made this Sunday or in the 
seven days after that.

A spokeswoman said: “The former 
Central Networks distribution busi¬ 
ness was asked to provide a low 
voltage connection. 

“Proposals involved undertaking 
works on a private property and the 
consent of the landowner was 
needed to place and thereafter 
maintain electrical equipment on 
their land. 

“The landowner was happy in 
principle with these proposals but 
they had a tenant and a mortgagee 
who also needed to confirm they 
consented to the planned works. 

“To secure the consents needed, a 
number of concerns had to be 
addressed and some specific 
requirements met. 

“This meant making a number of 
changes to the standard approach 
which took a little time. During this 
period, however, the customer was 
kept informed of developments at 
all times.”

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£1.9m plan to keep 
roads clear in snow

NORTHAMPTONSHIRE County 
Council is gearing up to replace 
nearly half its fleet of gritting 
lorries at a cost of £1.9 million. 

The authority currently has 30 
gritters at its disposal to carry out 
the precautionary salting of 1,128 
miles of road - 11 of which are 
owned by the council with the 
remainder provided by highways 
contractor MGWSP. 

The council owned gritters 
range in age between 13 to 15 
years old and are at risk of 
becoming unreliable as the aver¬ 
age life of a gritter is estimated at 
between eight and ten years. 

Next week, the authority’s cabi¬ 
net will discuss plans to replace 
the 11 gritters. 

Members will also consider for 
approval the sale of ten of its cur¬ 
rent stock of gritting lorries, 
retaining one of the vehicles to be 
used for spare parts if necessary. 

Cabinet member for infrastruc¬ 
ture and public protection, Cllr 
Andre Gonzalez De Savage, said: 
“The past few winters have shown 
that this is an immensely impor¬ 
tant service which has benefits 
for everyone living in 
Northamptonshire. 

“Just under half of the road net¬ 
work receives a precautionary 
gritting so therefore it’s essential 
that we have adequate equip-

ment to carry out this task. At 
times during the past three years, 
the gritters and the gritting crews 
had to work round the clock just 
to keep on top of the freezing 
conditions - an incredible task.” 

If cabinet approves the proposal 
on July 19, the council would 
replace the gritters during a three 
year period of 2011/12 and 
2013/14 with four vehicles 
replaced this year, three in year 
two and the remaining four in 
year three. The cost of replacing 
all 11 gritters at today’s prices 
would cost an estimated £1.9m 
over three years. 

The preferred method of 
replacement consisting of either 


purchase or lease hire will be 
made on an annual basis over the 
next three years, taking into 
account the prevailing financial 
conditions at the time. 

This will be subject to further 
review as part of the council’s 
ongoing funding approval 
process. 

Cllr Jane Hollis, the Liberal 
Democrat Shadow Cabinet 
Member for Environment and 
Transport, said: “The 

Conservatives should have acted 
sooner over gritters. A Cabinet 
report states that over the last 
winter four gritters were off the 
roads as they were in such a bad 
state. 

“This can only have made the 
clearing of our roads a far more 
difficult job than it needed to be. 

“Given that we had a bad winter 
the year before, the state of the 
gritters can’t have been a surprise. 

“Why then did the 
Conservatives not act before last 
winter? Residents will not be 
happy to discover that the 
Conservatives’ incompetence 
added to the chaos on 
Northamptonshire’s roads over 
the last winter. 

“The Conservatives need to 
make sure that this doesn’t hap¬ 
pen again. They need to put 
processes in place to monitor the 
state of gritters so that 
Northamptonshire’s residents are 
not let down again.”

A SENIOR police officer has warned 
that people who breach data protection 
risk facing prosecution as well as losing 
their jobs. 

It comes after a freedom of informa¬ 
tion request by lobby group Big Brother 
Watch revealed that a number of officers 
and staff at Northamptonshire Police 
were disciplined for abusing confiden¬ 
tial data. 

The figures supplied in a response to 
the group shows altogether 18 employees 
in the Force were involved. 

Five police officers had their employ¬ 
ment terminated over the issue and a 
further 13, three police officers and ten 
civilian staff, were disciplined. 

However, the Force disputes the figures 
saying that a total of 13 were involved as 
only eight people were disciplined. 

Detective Superintendent Peter 
Windridge said: “We obviously take data 
protection very seriously. If staff or 
officers have abused this they are in 
breach of trust and we have acted in 
cases before and we will do so in the 
future if it arises. 

“I think though, in terms of our levels of 
data security, Northamptonshire Police is 
one of the best in the country.” 

DS Windridge admitted though that he 
understood why some of the officers may 
want to access the information. 

He said: “The nature of the job is that 
sometimes people may feel they might be 
in danger. 

“Often it is in these cases that the temp¬ 
tation to access data is too much and that 
is to some extent natural but in these 
cases we tell people to go via a supervisor 
to make sure it is done correctly. 

“However, accessing the data on a 
purely personal level is illegal and as such 
we have been liaising with the Crown 
Prosecution Service regarding a number 
of on-going investigations.” 

Daniel Hamilton, director of Big 
Brother Watch, believes the police should 
not tolerate any breaches of privacy. 

He said: “Our investigation shows that 
not only have police employees been 
found to have run background records 
checks on friends and possible partners 
but some have been convicted for 
passing sensitive information to criminal 
gangs and drug dealers. 

“This is at best hugely intrusive and, at 
worse, downright dangerous. Police 
forces must adopt a zero tolerance 
approach to this kind of behaviour.”

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV f so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

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Pit lane cock-up gives 
Alonso win, 60 years 
on from Ferrari’s first

FERNANDO Alonso broke the 
dominance of Sebastian Vettel and Red 
Bull Racing with victory in the British 
Grand Prix, benefiting from a pit lane 
calamity involving the German at the 
end of lap 27. 

Both drivers pitted at the same time, but 
championship leader Vettel’s crew had a 
problem attaching one of his rear tyres 
which allowed the Ferrari man to pass 
him and cruise to victory at Silverstone. 

In the end, Alonso triumphed by over 20 
seconds from Vettel and team-mate 
Mark Webber, securing his and Ferrari’s 
first race win of 2011 on the 60th anniver¬ 
sary of their maiden Formula One 
triumph, which came at the same venue. 

“I saw the problem in the pit-stop with 
Sebastian and we were in the lead at that 
moment,” he explained. 

“I didn’t know as I was also fighting with 
[Lewis] Hamilton and with Mark and I left 
the pits and I found myself leading the 
race and then pulling out a good gap. 

“[It was] Very slow at the beginning 
when the track was damp and very quick 
when the track was dry so I knew that it 
was a race to be calm, to put the car on 
the track always, no mistakes, not being 
off the track at any moment as the grass 
is very wet. 


“With no mistakes I knew the car had 
enough pace to fight for the victory. At the 
end it came.” 

A downpour shortly before the start of 
the race had seen some parts of the 
circuit wet while others were dry, making 
driving conditions difficult as all 26 
drivers started on intermediate tyres. 

Vettel got the perfect start, passing pole 
sitter Webber at the first corner and 
pulling out a commanding lead before 
the first round of pit stops when everyone 
switched to slick tyres. 

It was his second stop where it all went 
wrong though. The defending World 
Champion said: “I think it is hard to say 
how much we lost but we surely lost the 
lead. 

“I think we had quite a bit of a cushion 
at that stage so it didn’t help. I came out 
behind Fernando and Lewis and 
struggled to get past, really. 

“I had some places where I was quite 
close to him but it didn’t quite work so we 
went in for the stop and I had a longer 
stint at the end. 

“But you cannot get it right all the time 
and you have to accept Ferrari beat us fair 
and square.” 

Vettel was also forced to hold off team¬ 
mate Webber in the closing stages, with 
Red Bull boss Christian Horner frantically 
ordering the Australian to back off over 
the radio. 


Team orders are again allowed in FI, but 
despite receiving “four or five” messages, 
Webber revealed he chose to ignore them. 

“If Fernando retires on the last lap we 
are battling for the victory so I was fine 
until the end. Of course I ignored the 
team as I want to try and get another 
place,” he said afterwards. 

“Seb was doing his best and I was doing 
my best. I don’t want to crash with any¬ 
one, but that was it. I tried to do my best 
with the amount of conversation I had. 

“ [It was a] One-way conversation obvi¬ 
ously as I wasn’t talking back too much. 
There was a lot of traffic coming to me, 
but I was still trying to do my best to pass 
the guy in front.” 

It was a mixed weekend for the British 
drivers, particularly McLaren duo 
Hamilton and Jenson Button. 

Hamilton produced a superb drive to 
finish fourth after qualifying tenth, 
keeping a determined Felipe Massa at bay 
right until the end despite running low on 
fuel. 

Button, though, was forced to retire on 
lap 39 when his front right tyre came 
loose having not been properly attached 
during a pit stop. 

British Force India rookie Paul di Resta 
qualified in sixth, but ended the race 15th 
after confusion during a pit-stop cost him 
time and then being forced to stop for a 
new front wing.

during the reply, maintaining his own fine 
form which has seen him score 327 runs 
in the competition so far.

BOXING 

REUBEN Arrowsmith made his own little bit of history on Saturday, 
becoming the first ever Kings Heath ABC fighter to claim a 
prestigious tri-nations title at the GB Junior Championships. 

The best boxers from England, Wales and Scotland gathered in 
Cardiff for the annual end of season event, with Arrowsmith 
competing in the 57kg category and looking to add to the ABA 
Schoolboy title he won earlier this year. 

He opened with an 11-6 win over Welsh champion Jarrod Jones on 
Friday and then took on Scottish champion Jordan Beveridge the 
following day, emerging triumphant by a 10-4 scoreline to the 
delight of himself and Kings Heath coach Arthur Daly. 

“It was a really good weekend,” said Arrowsmith (pictured above], 
“I got the draw that I wanted with the Welsh boy first. 

“He was the home man, I didn’t want him in the final because that 
would have been tough. I got him in the first round, boxed really 
well and came off with the victory. 

“Then I had the big final against the Scottish lad - he was strong 
and a good lad, but Arthur and me have been working on the right 
hands... and I was just too fast for him. 

“I had good movement and everything worked that we had been 
working on in the gym. 

“In the final, I knew I could beat him. I had heard he was a decent 
lad and he’s Scottish champion, so I didn’t take him for granted. 

“But I believed in myself, I believed I could win and that’s what you 
need - confidence, and I’m not low on that either.” 

Arrowsmith was also quick to thank coaches Daly and James 
Conway for all of the work done with him in the build up to the tri¬ 
nations, which saw him undergo a six-week evening training camp. 

He will now take two weeks off over the summer to recuperate 
before stepping up from Schoolboy to the Junior ranks next season 
and is expecting another step up in the level of competition. 

He said: “It’s the same as every year - everybody gets better 
every year. I’ll probably go up another weight because I am still 
growing, and I’ve boxed most of the lads out there and come off 
with victories as well. 

“But every year is a different year, the lads get better and they 
want to win as much as me.

FOOTBALL 

IT HAS been a long road back into the Football 
League for defender Ashley Corker, but 
Northampton Town’s latest signing always 
believed that he had what it takes to get back 
into the professional game. 

The 20-year-old was released by Middlesbrough 
at the end of the 2009/10 season and when 
things didn’t work out with Hartlepool United he 
opted to drop down to Northern League Division 
One with Horden Colliery Welfare. 

Trials with Conference sides Grimsby Town, 
Newport County and Darlington all came to 
nothing, but he has earned himself a one-year 
deal at Sixfields after impressing Cobblers boss 
Gary Johnson during pre-season training. 

However, Corker [pictured left] feels he has 
benefited from facing the likes of Billingham 
Synthonia, Norton & Stockton Ancients and West 
Allotment Celtic in the tough surroundings of the 
Northern League, rather than playing reserve 
team football. 

He said: “The reserves are youngsters and 


players coming back from injury, so it’s good to 
get a year under my belt of playing physically 
strong men, especially for the league I am 
coming into. 

“The team I was at tried to play, which is why I 
chose them, but there was a lot of elbowing, 
kicking and hoofing it up. 

“It’s just good to get into a league where I know 
they’re going to start passing it around, especially 
with the players we have got here. 

“I’ve had to take the rough with the smooth 
really, but I know in myself what I’ve got and what 
I need to do to get places.” 

However, it was thanks to former 
Middlesbrough and now new Cobblers team¬ 
mate John Johnson that Corker became aware of 
the open trial sessions that Town were holding. 

The left back had no problems coming into the 
unfamiliar surroundings, saying: “I just came in 
and played my own game, that’s what the 
managers like to see. 

“He just said he had been impressed and just to 
keep doing what I’m doing. It’s up to me now to 
prove that I’m worth the contract and to play the 


games. I know Johnno and he has settled me in 
really well, and it’s a great bunch of lads which 
make it easier.” 

Corker has been impressed by what he has 
seen so far at Northampton having been with the 
club since the start of pre-season training, and 
expects them to be playing exciting attacking 
football. 

“That’s going to be one of our attributes - 
getting it down and playing. Hopefully, that is 
going to pay off for us,” he said. 

“They are a really good bunch of lads - I think 
it’s the best bunch of lads I’ve ever seen and it’s a 
close-knit group. 

“We’re all aiming for the same thing, which is 
promotion, and hopefully we can get that. 

“Everyone in the team is a fighter, which is 
great to know. Everyone is going to fight for each 
other and that is one of the main things that you 
need.” 

Corker and his fellow new signings are all likely 
to get their first run out on Saturday when 
Northampton take on Brackley Town in the 
Maunsell Cup Final at St James Park.

SAM Walker hopes that his short stint at 
Barnet last season will stand him in good 
stead for the coming campaign after 
joining Northampton Town on loan from 
Chelsea. 

Goalkeeper Walker featured seven times for 
the Bees as they somehow managed to avoid 
relegation from League Two under the 
guidance of Martin ‘Mad Dog’ Allen. 

The 19-year-old was one of the first loan 
signings Allen made after taking over as 
caretaker manager at Underhill, and was 
thrown straight into the side. 

“It was a difficult situation when I went in 
there and Martin Allen came in there and 
changed a few things around,” recalls Walker. 

“It was nothing drastic, but it gave every¬ 
one a bit of belief again and it was quite 
special. 

“He’s a different manager, very eccentric 
but a good man manager. He gives you self¬ 
belief and it’s very much team confidence 
based, but he is a very good manager. 

“Working with different managers and 
teams is always good. 

“It’s different experiences that will help you 
deal with new experiences, and that 
experience will definitely serve me well here 
at Northampton.” 

Walker was a member of the Chelsea team 
that won the FA Youth Cup in 2010, 
conceding just three goals in eight games on 
the way to beating Aston Villa in the final. 

He is the second goalkeeper to move to 
Sixfields this summer along with Bermudian 
international Freddy Hall and is under no 
illusions that he will have to fight for his 
place. 

Nevertheless, he is aiming to “play 40 or 50 
games here this season”, and get as much 
League Two football under his belt as 
possible. 

Walker said: “It’s different to reserve team 
football. I had seven games at Barnet and the 
pressure was on, so it was good to play under 
pressure, and I really enjoyed it. 


“Physically it’s the biggest difference. With 
reserve team football there’s still a lot of 17 
and 18-year-olds coming through and play¬ 
ing, whereas this is against full-grown men. 

“Being six foot six makes it slightly easier to 
deal with it. 

“I’m looking to gain playing experience. 
There’s only so much reserve team football 
you can play before you need the real deal in 
League One or League Two.” 

The presence of former England goal¬ 
keeper Tim Flowers on the Cobblers coach¬ 
ing staff was one reason that a move to 


Northampton appealed to Walker. He has 
also been able to benefit from training with 
the likes of Petr Cech back at Chelsea, saying: 
“He’s a great guy to learn from, both on the 
pitch and off the pitch. 

“He’s very, very professional in the way he 
goes about his work and I have been lucky 
enough to train with him many times now, 
which is good. Guys like Ross Turnbull and 
[Henrique] Hilario as well, I pickup everything 
I can off of them and every goalkeeper I work 
with to try and make myself a better player. I 
have definitely learnt a lot from them.”

THIS year’s Friends Life t20 campaign will go down in the 
Northamptonshire annals of history as one to forget, and Alex 
Wakely admits that is pretty much the feeling in the dressing 
room as well. 

There are still two games to go for the Steelbacks, who travel 
to Durham Dynamoes tonight and then visit Tuesday’s 
vanquishers Lancashire Lightning on Friday evening.
